One source of injustice is the six months clause which 
prevents landlords from removing tenants, no mattef 
how unsatisfactory the relationship may be. The As¬ 
sociation is struggling to have this clause replaced by 
a restoraton of the thirty day clear notice. 

One factor which is brushed aside and yet has a very 
practical bearing on rentals, is the desparity between 
depression years and the present high level of empfe^' 
ment. During depression years, particularly in the ci-' 
ties and to less degree in small towns, wages were low, 
rj employment was scarce and as a consequence rentals 
>n sank to a level considerably below rdal value. It was a 
li, matter of lowering rents to what tenants could pay.

At the . moment the matter of rental control is one 
of the major concerns of the Landlords’ and Taxpayers’

inafters in the post-war period in which taxpayers will 
have to take a united stand to prevent taxation beyond 
their ability to pay. It Ts for this reason that an or¬ 
ganization of forces might be desirable, uniting taxpay¬ 
ers of city and country in one large-body.

TAXPAYER PROTECTION 


AT-a meeting in town last Friday, Mrs. 3. Field, presj- 
"‘^dent of the Taxpayers and Landlords’ Protective 
Association of Calgary, presented reasons to justify a 
general organization of taxpayers and landlords 
throughout the province. Alberta is-one of the few 
pro'vin es, according to the speaker, that has no provin¬ 
cial Landlord and Tenant Act. 

The landlords of the province thus take the full brunt 
of the federal legislation which is administered by the 
Rental Control Boards. If property owners Were or¬ 
ganized through branch committees in small towns, 
augmenting the larger city groups this would provide a 
body of opinion carrying some weight. There is reason 
to believe that a Landlord and Tenant Act might then 
be enacted by the provincial legislature. 

As'things stand at" present, it is scarcely disputed 
that all the'protection goes to the tenant, leaving the 
landlord without incentive and in greatmeasure without 
redress., The'quarrel is not with the rental control leg¬ 
islation, but with its administration under boards of 
questionable competence lacking in understanding of 
values, or any uniformity in ruling.

adapted for working close to the soil, able to work un¬ 
der conditions which the white man finds impossible and 
thus undercutting the white man in the field of prim¬ 
ary produce. It cannot be fairly charged against them, 
but is nevertheless used in argument, that under cover 
of white man “front” they gained control of great and 
valuable properties on the Pacific Coast. In other 
words their contribution to Canadian national .strength 
has been negligible, and their earnings in this country, 
gained at the expense of Canadians, have immeasur¬ 
ably enriched their home land with which we are now 
at war. It does nothing to ease resentment to know 
that certain Canadians also did their best to equip Jap¬ 
an with weapons to use against our own boys. 

One of Canada’s first great blows in this war was the 
capture of Canadian prisoners at Hong Kong. The re¬ 
ports of treatment of prisoners, the disregard for Gen¬ 
eva conventions, the inability to establish any connect¬ 
ing link with these prisoners, has roused a flame against 
the Japanese that will not soon subside. 

In spite of these tangible reasons for Canadian dis 
like of the Japanese and the wish to be rid of entangle¬ 
ments with them, there is a strong body of opinion ap¬ 
preciating the difficulty of the Canadian-born Jap who 
has no part in the war, probably no sympathy with it, 
but is a victim of all wars harvest and injustice. The 
lot of the Canadian-born Japanese is not enviable, and 
if he conforms to what is required, what more can be 
asked. Their plight is not of their own making. 

Just what will be the solution Of Canada’s Japanese 
problem after the war has not yet been made clear. One 
thing seems certain, B.C. refuses to be saddled with this 
problem and in this she will have sympathetic support.

A short time ago a poll of public opinion taken in 
■^Canada disclosed that the -Japanese were mitre 
"hated” in Canada than the Germans. Perhaps the word 
“hate” is scarcely the. term intended_, but at any rate 
some concern was expressed by writers on this trend of 
public opinion. They reminded the public that Ger¬ 
many had had a most discreditable history in waging 
wars of aggresson, compared with which Japan’s record 
has been fairly pallid. Summing up, several of these 
writers dismissed public opinion in Canada as influenced 
by American feeling against the Japs. 

But it is quite possible that the effect of any Ameri¬ 
can influence is exaggerated. Canadian people may be 
basing opinion on their own experience of immigrants 
to Canada. A substantial element of Canadians would 
say that German people as a rule have been good set¬ 
tlers, thrifty, law-abiding, readily assimilable and 
adaptable. This might well be a verdict based on per¬ 
sonal experience. Undoubtedly Germans in Germany, 
and the younger generation brewed in the “blood and 
conquest” faith, have ro&sed flaring bitterness and hos¬ 
tility. But the majority of German immigrants to 
Canada in the past have been an asset. 

The Japanese are a different proposition from any 
standpoint of association. There has been growing re¬ 
sentment against their entry into Canada. They are no 
contribution to the upbuilding of a Canadian people, 
through the fact that they cannot be assimilated. 

They have menaced standards of labor and were in¬ 
troduced purely as a source of cheap labor with' no 
concern for future citizenship. They are a little people,

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Prisoners of War 


The following is it interest to peo¬ 
ple with relatives in German and Ital¬ 
ian prison camps. At times there is 
confusion regarding what can be sent 
to prisoners and the proper way of 
sending it. 

A prisoner is allowed to receive a 
parcel once a quarter by post from 
his next-of-kin, and these parcels 
must be personally addressed to the 
prisoner with his unit or ship num¬ 
ber, rank, name .of prison and prison 
number. These parcels may contain 
underwear, shoes,' toilet articles, but 
no food, except some chocolate bars 
and are sent free of charge by the 
postoffice. ’ 

There is no restriction on the num¬ 
ber of letters to British prisoners but 
the Canadian postofTice issues full in¬ 
structions about letters. These in¬ 
structions should be carefully follow¬ 
ed. Any attempt to smuggle prohibit¬ 
ed news in letters or articles in par¬ 
cels may result in great hardship to 
the prisoner to whom these letters or 
parcels are sent. f 

The prisoners may receive books or 
games, but as in the case of tobacco, 
these parcels must be bought from 
and despatched by a firm licensed by 
the govertimcnt, and not packed by 
private persons. 

The British ked Cross is supplying 
food to more than 60% of the total 
number of British prisoners and sends 
the clothing, medical supplies and 
drugs needed by British prisoners. 

The prisoners, or. receipt of the 
parcel, sign a card, enclosed in the 
parcel and return the card to the Red 
Cross. These cards are truly signea 
by the prisoners as relatives have 
recognized the handwriting on the re¬ 
turned card. It is not believed that 
the prisoners are forced to sign the 
cards without receiving the food, or 
this would soon be reported by the in¬ 
spectors of* the International U<m1 
Cross committee who visit the camps, 
talk to the prisoners and report on 
conditions. 

No Red Cross parcel is addressed 
personally as they are all uniform in 
size and contents; it is only necessary 
to see there are enough parcels sent 
to camp for each prisoner to get one. 
On arrival at camp they are given ov¬ 
er to the British prisoner chosen as 
spokesman by his fellow prisoners. He 
gives a receipt to the International 
Red Cross committee for the parcels 
received at camp, and is responsible 
for seeing that each British prisoner 
gets a parcel. 

As soon as Canadian prisoners-of- 
war are reported in Germany or Italy, 
a “capture” parcel, containing com¬ 
forts, is despatched direct to the men 
from the overseas office of the Cana¬ 
dian Red Cross in London, Dr. * Fred 
VV. Routley, National Commissioner 
of the Society, has announced. 

‘•‘This service of the Red Cross is 
undertaken to ensure that the men 
have necessities pending the arrival 
of regular parcels from home,” the 
National Commissioner said. “The 
parcels contain such articles as shav¬ 
ing materials, warm underwear and 
other necessities, sufficient for emer¬ 
gency needs. 

“The parcels are sent through the 
regular mails to the prisoners as soon 
as their whereabouts have been estab¬ 
lished,” Dr. Routley said. 

The National Commissioner pointed 
out that the sending of these parcels 
by the Red Cross does not prevent 
relatives sending the three-month 
next-of-kin ' parcels, which contain 
comforts for prisoners. The Canadian 
Red Cross is now shipping over 70,- 
000 food parcels every week to Cana¬ 
dian and British piisoners-of-war ill 
Europe, he said. 

A very human and‘touching story 
comes from a prisoner-of-war camp 
in Italy. One young prisoner, hope¬ 
lessly separated from his loved ones 
found through the Red Cross the 
means of celebrating a memorable 
day a heart-breaking .one to remem¬ 
ber in separation. 

A Red Cross food narcel provided 
the banquet for a second anniversary 
party. A tin of salmon, a tin of to¬ 
matoes, touched up -with a grating of 
cheese was shared by L. Bde. Otten 
and his friends and brought them all 
a little closer, to home and family. 

His. letter to his wife reads:***It was 
little but lively and made me feel that 
at least I had commemorated the 
greatest day in my life.”

Employers who may not be paying previous authorized cost ol 
living bonus as required by General Orders of the National War 
Labour Board, issued under dates of August 4, 1942, and Novem¬ 
ber 3, 1943, pursuant to the provisions ,of the Wartime Wages 
Coatrol Order, P.C. 5963, are_iequired to include such amounts 
of cost of living bonus in the establishment of wage rates of theit 
employees under P.C. 9384 effective for the first payroll period 
beginning on or after February 15, 1944, as stated.
